UNITED STATES SWEPT 
BY BLIZZARD 

Kansas City, Jan 10.—The winters 
worst blizzard which dumped record 
breaking snowfalls over much of the 
middle west, last night moved slowly 
to the east and south, leaving in its 
wake zero temperatures and demor- 
alized transportation.

the journalists warfare hes been stid- 
pended and that the pioprietors now 
regard each other as comrades in a 
common cause. It was time that they 
came to an understanding, for that 
cause could not fail to suffer because 
of the acute differences between its 
advocates. The trouble quite evident- 


| ly has been that ite interests have to 


a large extent been subordinated to 
personal and political rivalries. With 
so much out and out oppdsition for it 
to overcome, it can hardly succeed if 
its supprotens quarrel among ithem- 
selves, 

All along there has been mutch con- 
fusion as a result of the adoption by 
Lord Beaverbrook of the term ‘‘em- 
pire free trade’’ to deseribe his pol- 
icy. A& recently as last week thé 
London Morning Post asked if he 
could give any agsurance that: Canada 
would be prepared to admit British 
manufacéures free if its agricultural 
products received an advantage ag- 
ainst those of foreign countries in the 
British market. “Tt would help us 
greatly in our campaign here,’’ it 
said, ‘‘if he could persuade his coun- 
rymen ‘there to accept that part of his 
policy.’’ 

But, as was pointed out in these col- 
umns a month ago, the Beaverbrook 
pamphlet shows that he rules out the 
possibility of Canada throwing down 
barriers against British goods and 
thiat he does not really mean ‘‘empire 
free trade” when he uses the phrase. 
In one passage he states ‘‘the foster- 
ing of key industries in the dominions 
is of vital importance, not only. to 
their prosperity but for the safety of 
the empire as a whole.” Accordingly 
‘Ca measure of protection for certain, 
industries ts absolutely essential ev- 
en against imports from. other por- 
tions of the empire.” 

There is no chance of establishing 
free trade throughout the empire and 
the sooner this is fully recognized, 
the more rapid is the advance likely 
to be towards strengthening the. cofh- 
mercial relations between its differ- 
ent parts. The question is one, as the 
Britieh high commissioner to Canada 
declared at Hamilton on Saturday, for 
‘texpert study by those who know in- 
dustry from within, a study in rela- 


-_tionalization on a large. @cale with 


the whole empire as the basis,” 

' No one could expect, Sir William 
Clark went on to say, the dominions 
to retard their own industrial pro- 
gress in the interests of the mother 
country, which would ultimately suf- 
fer if they did so. But there were 
ways in which all the producers of the 
empire vould co-operate to get the 
best. out of the markets within its 
horders and to obtain a footing in 
those of other lands. Perhaps it would 
be found not goth. a difficult project 
after all. 

The agitation that Lord Beaver- 
brook thas been conducting has served 
fm good purpose in stimulating senti- 
ment is favor of the principle of clos- 
er ‘imperial trade relations, even 
thougfh‘ it has not helped by his slo- 
gan. What is needed now is the ear- 
ly summoning of the proposed econ- 
omic conference for the careful con- 
sideration of the whole problem and 
of the methods by which the object in 
view can be furthered. 

This wae called for the Canadian 
chamber of commerce at its meeting 
in Edmonton last September, and a 
strong committee has been constituted 
by that body for the implementing of 
its resolution. No attempt will be 
made to dictate any policy. The first 
step must be the assembling of a con- 
ference representative of the whole 
empire and to that end the committee 
is to confer with all interested organ- 
izations both in Canada and in other 
British countries. Much may be ex- 
pected from the work that it has un- 
dertaken,

Advantages of 
Crop Rotation 
Editor: The Western Globe:— 


Dear Sir: 
This article is continued from Dec- 


ember 18th, 1929. 

After the land is seeded down to 
grass and-clover, it should be left for 
two yé¢ars. If it is only left for one 
year there will be. @ good miany weed 
seeds on the top of the land that will 
not have had time to get destroyed. 
Wild oats will lay on top of the land 
a long time before they start to decay, 
and there will always b> some wild 
oats and other seeds that have gotten 
ripe when your barley was harvested. 

The only way that I know to get 
thess weed seeds destroyed is to let 
nature take care of them. I am al- 
most sure that if they are left expos- 
ed to the elements for two years. that 
they will have decayed. Many of 
them will start to sprout, but will not 
havo time to make seed before the 
hay crop is cut or if' the land is pas- 
tured the first year the, stock will 
take -are of them. If you are not go- 
ing 1» sell the hay on the market it 
will be alnight to cut it the first year. 
Of course you will have some old bar- 
ley stubble mixed in with the hay, but 
it is just as good to feed to your own 
siock. But if you are going to sell 
it on the market, I believe it is better 
to pasture it the’first year and take a 
crop of hay the second year. It is bet- 
ter and this gives you a chance to get 
it off early in the summer. The last 
week in July or first part of August 
is the best time to plow this kind of 
land. After the land has been plow- 
ed about five inches, float or pack at 
once. If you use a float, go the same 
way as it has been plowed. Work 
this land the rest of the season the 
same as you would new breaking. Be 
sure that all weeds are destroyed be- 
for freeze up, as winter annuals are 
hard to destroy in the Spring. If 
you have part of your farm that you 
can plow up in this way every year, 
you will be sure of a good crop, as 
this is just as good as new breaking. 
If you will adopt this kind of farm- 
ing the weeds will give you very little 
trouble. you will have plenty of hay 
and pasture for your live-stock and 
will have more grain in your granar- 
ies, than you had before you started 
crop rotation. There is not a farmer 
in our district or any other district 
that will be able to make farming pay 
very long without some kind of crop 
rotation, &nd I will give a few reasons 
why you should adopt same. In the 
first place its the only successful way 
to combat and control noxious weeds. 
Second, root-rot and many other plant 
diseases will give you very little 
trouble as they will not have a chance 
to get established in the soil. Third, it 
will help to solve our labor problem 
in the winter time as we will need 
help the year around to take care of 
the live stock, As it is now, there are 
many farmers that only employ help 
in the very busiest time in the sum- 
mer and the men are left to go to the 
cities and starve in the winter time. 
Fourth, it will put your soil back to 
a paying basis again by gotting fib- 
res and humus back in your land. 
Fifth, it will give you a place to get 
rid of your manure, almost any time 
of the year, winter or simmer. Sixth 
it will divide your work more evenly 
over the entire year. Seventh, your 
expenses will be less, as only part of 
your farm will be in grain crop each 
year. Eigth, you will raise more grain 
on your farm than before you started 
crop rotation. Ninth, you will get 


more money out of your farm by

gratification, A further timulation 
to its development must be given by 
the results ‘there in what was an off 
year in the west as a whole, 

The figures that have been publish- 
ed by the experimental farm at Fort 
Vermilion deserve especial notice. 
Wheat ran from 21 to 54 bushels per 
acre, oats from 83 to 116 and barley 
yielded as high as 738. Work com- 
menced on April 24. — Prelude wheat 
was harvested 102 days after sowing, 
while only 112 were required for Mar- 
quis, 

Such results are not at all excep-- 
tional, as those who have followed 
closely the reports of the farm is 
aware. But it is still inadequately 
appreciated on what a sure basis ag- 
riculture rests at this far northern 
point. It is some three hundred miles 
in that direction beyond Edmonton. 
The records at Fort Vermillion cannot 
be impressed too strongly on the Oan- 
actan public, for they give a new con- 
ception to most people of the immens- 
ity of the rich agricultural territory 
that awaits development in the Alber- 
ta hinterland.

The 1929.Council has a splendid re-} 


eord to look back to. It has accom- 
plished what was almost the impos- 
sible. ‘ While a year ago it was 
thought impossible for Lacombe to se- 
ture water and sewer systems, we are 
now assured of both, and what is 
more remarkable, the finances of the 
town have not been impaired In 
fact, in spite of heavy expenditures 
entailed, Lacombe is in a better fin- 
ancial state than ever before in our 
history. Lacombe has established a 
precedent, and enjoys the envy of ev- 
ery town in the Province.

In the first place, the 
water system is being imstalled by 
Calgary Power Co., at their own ex- 
pense, without one cent of cost to the 
municipality. The system, which when 
c-mpeted will be the most modern in 
every respect, is costing the Company 
in the neighborhood of $120,000, near-

(van estimated at the start. This ad- 
ditional outlay was found necessary 
to bring their plans’ up to an efficient 
etandard of permanency. 

The sale of Lacombe’s electric light 
and power plant to Calgary Power. 
provided the necessary fands to insta: 
the sewage system, which when com 
pleted will be paid for in cash, a ree 
ord unequalled by, any town or city in 
the Dominion. 

To bring about the successful solu- 
ton of our public utilities problem 
took a lot of the hardest and most 
tiouginful work on the part of our 
mayor and council. Meetings were 
held two and three times a week for 
months, and every source of informa- 
tion was sought, until an ideal agree 
ment wes arrived at, by which the in- 
terests of the town and every ratepay- 
er was safeguarded. The thanks of 
every ratepayer of the town is due the 
e~uncil, and we are certain that their 
good work is appreciated by everyone. 

The disposal of our light plant to 
Calgary Power, was a matter of 
wich at the outset many citizens had 
misgivings. Heppily these misgiv- 
ings were unfounded, and there is not 
a resident of town today who does not 
give the council credit for making an 
exceptionally good deal. The change 
has meant real money to light and 
power users, their bille having been 
cut at least 30 per cent.
